During that month friends of 
Stanford White had told her many 
stories about the young Pittsburg mil- 
lionaire, and when he returned to 
America she refused to seo him ex- 
cept in the presence of a third person. 
When he asked her why she acted so 
she told him the stories. One was 
that Thaw had put a ghl into a bath- 
tub and turned scalding water upon 
her. 
Another was that he was ad- 


dicted to the use of morphine, and a 
third declared that he had tied girls 
to bedposts and beaten them. 


"He looked very sad," she said, "and 


told mo they had been making a fool 
of me.
